ASWAN, Egypt. Jan. 5 (Ag- 
encies) — President Anwar Sa- 
dat said Friday there were no 
remaining problems obstruct- 
ing the resumption of peace 
talks with Israel and he hoped 
a date would be fixed next 
week. 

Speaking to reporters in this 
southern resort city Sadat said: 
“Egypt. Israel and the U-S. 
want to resume the negotia- 
tions.” 

Asked if there were any ob- 
stacles hindering an agreement 
on resuming the negotiations, 
Sadat said: “not at ail” . 

He said Prime Minister 
Mustapba Khalil would be sen- 
ding US. Secretary of State 
Gyros Vance a letter within 
one or two days setting out 
Egypt's points of view on the 
resumption of the talks. 

“After Dr. Khalil's letter to 
Vance we hope to reach an 
agreement within n <»« week on 
resuming negotiations,” Sadat 
said. 

After a cabinet meeting on 
Tuesday Khalil announced that 
Egypt was ready to resume at- 
tempts at signing a peace trea- 
ty with Israel but reiterated 
tint the treaty most be on the 
basis of a comprehensive Mid- 
dle East peace and hot ase- 
paxate agreement. 

Khalil stressed that any trea- 
ty should be linked to a time- 
table for Palestinian self-rule. 

He also said the treaty 
should not provide for privi-. 
leaps lo any side. This was; a - 
dear reference to the differen- 
ces between Egypt and Israel 
on Article Six of the present 
draft treaty which sets it above 
any other treaties Egypt may 
have signed.

BEIRUT, Jan. 5 (Agencies) — 
The Lebanese government has 
decided to -send army troops to 
the troubled south to join U.N. 
forces in carrying out their 
.peace-keeping mission, inform- 
ed sources said here Friday. 

The sources said the decision 
provides for stationing a Leb- 
anese army unit alongside each 
of the -eight U.N. contingents. 

The units will travel down 
the coastal road through 
Damour, Sfcdoa and Tyre, to 
take up their positions. 

Necessary contacts have been 
made with the parties concern- 
ed to ensure the operation will 
take place smoothly, the sour- 
ces added. 

A 700-man army contin- 
gent, which followed an in- 
land route in beading south last 
year, had. to halt its advance at 
Kawkaba in July after meeting 
artillery fire from right-wing 
militias deployed close to th; 
Israeli border. 

The contingent is still stran- 
ded at its temporary position, 
some 40 kilometers short of its 
destination. The U.N. Interim 
Force ic Lebanon (Unifil) is 
made of around 6,000 men 
from France, Ireland, Norway, 
Fiji, Senegal, Iran, Nigeria and 
Nepal 

However, it was announced 
Friday that Iran had decided 
to withdraw jt$ contingent. 


Lebanese- Foreign ’ Minster 
Fuad Butros told reporters the 
Iranian government had noti- 
fied the U.N. Secretariat- in 
New York it would be with- 
drawing its troops from Leb- 
anon. 

“We have been expecting this 
withdrawal for several reasons,” 
he said. 

He was presumably referring, 
among other reasons, to Iran’s 
internal strife.

CAIRO, Jan. 5 (AP) — Police 
have been out in force this 
week in Cairo, driving beggars 
and street-comer vendors un- 
derground and handing out a 
spate of tickets for offenses 
ranging from smoking in. thea- 
ters to harassing women. 

Police said Thursday that 
28,580 violators have been 
nabbed since the crackdown 
was launched Jan. 1 on the 
orders of President Sadat. 

“Cairo's nine million-odd 
anarchists are knuckling down 
grudgingly to their first taste of 
street rule since the law ab- 
andoned the city many moons 
ago,” commented the English- 
language "Egyptian Gazette.” 
Increased patrols of green- 
suited police are evident in 
Croat of movie theaters, bus

Motorcycle cop casts doubt on JFK conspiracy 


DALLAS lex. Jan. 5 (Agen- 
cies) — A Dallas policeman 
says his microphone could not 
have transmitted the recording 
that . prompted the House of 
Representatives Assassinations 
Committee .to conclude a cons- 
piracy existed in the slaying in 
1963 of President John Ken- 
nedy. 

The acoustics experts told 
the Assassinations Committee 
last week that an analysis of 
the recording they believe came 
from the motorcycle radio of 
Officer H.B. McClain estab- 
lishes that shots were fired at 
Kennedy from two different 


direction^. 

It was '- on the basis of this 
evidence that the committee 
said it believed there had prob- 
ably been a conspiracy in Ken- 
nedy’s murder. 

But McCfcun, interviewed on 
CBS television, said he does not 
think the recording came from 
his motorcycle which was part 
of the escort for the presidential 
motorcade through Dallas on 
Nov. 22. 1963, because he could 
not hear a siren. 

“It wasn't mine," McClain, 
now retired, said after hearing 
the tape for the first time. “If 
it had been stuck (open) then 


there would have been a siren 
on it all the way to the hospi- 
tal” 

The Dallas police force has 
disputed the theory that the tape 
recording came from a motor- 
cycle in the area of the shoot- 
ing. The police said the record- 
ing was made from a broadcast 
on a channel that was not as- 
signed to police traveling w»h 
the Kennedy motorcade. 

Motorcycles assigned to the 
presidential motorcade were 
supposed to be transmitting on 
Channel 2. The recording was 
made at police headquarters of 
a transmission over Channel I. 


McClain said he now re- 
members hearing Dallas police 
Chief Jesse Curry tefl patrol- 
men to accompany the motor- 
cade to the hospital. That order, 
he said, was sent on £b&nnel 2. 

The acoustics jbtperts' said it 
is possible the recording was 
made from two motorcycle 
radios, officer McClain's and 
one in another area.

Huey Fong has nowhere to go 

Doors slam on 2 , 700 refugees 


JHONG KONG, Jan. 5 (Ag- 
encies) — The 2,700 Vietna- 
mese refugees stranded for two 
•weeks off Hong Kong on the. 
Huey Fong were faced Friday 
with the cboice of staying on 
the high seas forever or mov- 
ing on to Taiwan, which has 
said it wall not accept them. 

A United Nations official 
qpdled out the options to two 
representatives of the refugees 
aboard a Royal Navy patrol 
craft guarding the rusty Tai- 
wanese freighter. 

High Commissioner 
foe Refugees (UNHCR) repre- 
sedative Angelo Rasaoayagaxn 
said the refugees could sail 
to the ship’s original destina- 
tion, the southern Taiwanese 
port of Kansting. or “stay 
hero forever on the high seas 
with increasing suffering." 

He said later, “I gave them 
an objective rundown on the 
situation and said it’s up to 
them to consult among them- 
sdves.” 

But refugee officials in Tai- 
pei said two days ago that Tai- 
wan would not accept the 
Vietnamese, arguing that the 
freighter was Panamian-regis- 
tered though Taiwanese-owned.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 5 (AP) — The Civil Aeronautics 
Board has ordered U.S. airlines to segregate cigar and pipe 
smokers from other passengers and said it will ask. for public 
comment on whether all smoking should be banned on com- 
mercial flights. 

The only government rule now in effect requires airlines 
to provide non-smoking sections apart from cigarette, pipe and 
cigar smokers. 

Expressing some impatience to resolve the smoking issue 
after 27 months of smdy, CAB Chairman Marvin. Cohen said 
Thursday the board lacks the votes to ban aH smoking, in- 
cluding cigarettes, on commercial flights.

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U.S. AND IRAN 


The escalating crisis in Iran has forced American, pdicy- 
makens to take a Long bard look at the question of US. 
strategic interests in the Gulf region — to discover what wesA 
wrong with U.S. calcinations in Iran, to chart a series of options 
for dealing with possible chapges in that country's power struc- 
ture, and to bolster ties with, the southern tier of Gulf states 
as a warning to the Soviet Union not to meddle in the affairs 
of this vitally important region. A U.S. government task 
force under the leadership of former Undersecretary of State 
George Ball has been studying American options in the 
Gulf for over a mouth now. 

It is to be hoped that the deliberations of the cask force 
are more coherent and reasoned than the frantic, confined 
speculations of the American press. Unfortunately, there is 
some evidence that the American media's confusion over 
Iran's current turmoil and its future prospects in part re- 
flects an uncertainty within the Carter administration itself. This- 
uncertainty has been reflected in various statements by President 
Carter and his top aides. One week Mr. Carter voices full 
support for the Shah. Hie next week he expresses doubts 
about the monarch's political survival. A naval ta«k force 
in the Pacific is ordered to steam in the direction of the 
Gulf. Then it is told to stay put in the South China Sea, so 
as not to “inflame the situation further'' in Iran. 

There appears little doubt that the United States was 
caught totally off-guard by the events in Iran, and is now 
scrambling to pttt together a contingency strategy to cope 
with possible eventualities. Whether because of defective in- 
telligence or faulty conclusions drawn by policymakers, the 
Carter administration— and indeed most Americans— took 
Iran for granted as a strong, long-term ally in the Guff 
region and as a virtually permanent buffer against Soviet 
expansionism. U.S. officials tended to view Iran only in the 
context of global strategy. They ignored the country’s domes- 
tic realities, and professed astonishment when those realities 
were translated into political discord. 

It is also apparent the United States is uncertain over the 
extent of Soviet involvement in the Iranian crisis. While 
there have been accounts of clandestine anti-Shah radio 
broadcasts emanating from unknown locations in the Soviet 
Union, no one seems to be able to pin down active Soviet 
involvement in the disorders in various Iranian cities. US. 
leaders seem to be operating on the assumption that Moscow 
has adopted a wait-and-see attitude towards Iran, in order to 
avoid a possible superpower confrontation. Soviet leaders no 
doubt recall the statement earlier this year by U.S. Air 
Force Secretary John Stetson that America has a “tacit ob- 
ligation" to intervene militarily in Iran in the event of a 
Soviet invasion. An outright invasion, however, would harcHy 
be necessary to enable the Russians to gain a foothold on the 
northern coast of the Gulf. We have seen how the Soviets 
have taken effective control of countries in Africa and 
Asia withou: the use of troops, tanks or aircraft. If the U.S 
has any evidence of major Soviet involvement in the Iranian 
crisis, it should confront Moscow boldly and forthrightly on 
the issue. 

Meanwhile, all of us anxiously await the outcome of the 
ongoing “reassessment" of America’s Gulf strategy. A clear- 
cut formulation oF American policy in this region would not 
only allow the Carter administration to act more decisively 
in times of crisis but would also give other Gulf countries a 
better idea of where they stand In terms of America's long- 
range <urategic interests.

SALISBURY, Rhodesia — 
The attempted kidnap this 
week from Salis/burys univer- 
sity campus of an aide of 
guerrilla chief Joshua Nkomo

by a guerrilla war launched 
initially to oust white rule. •

from the city center follows 
the murder last month of a 
former top aide of Salisbury 
black leader Bishop Abel Mu- 
zorewa. 

Rev. Arthur JCanodereka. 
who quit Muzorewa’s move- 
ment earlier this year, was 
taken from his Salisbury home 
by a group of Hack gunmen 
and shot dead on a main road 
about 160 kilometers from the 
capital. 

Several days later another 
former aide of Muzorewa and 
an associate of Kanodereka. 
Rev. Max Chigwida, fled the 
country saying he feared for 
his life. 

“Many people are killed in 
the same way as Arthur was," 
said Chigwida before leaving 
with his American wife. “Eve- 
ryone is in danger these days." 

Nkomo aide Ariston Cham- 
bati, an Oxford-educated poli- 
tical science lecturer, blamed 
the latest attack on one of the 
two private armies being built 
up by the two main black 
leaders joined with Prime Mi- 
nister Ian Smith in Che transi- 
tion government.

control. 

But observers now see a 
second threat of black civil 
war building up between Mu- 
zorewa and Sithole and their 
respective followers against 
guerrilla sympathizers. 

Muzorewa and Sithole are 
each keen to become the first 
president of a Hack-ruled Zim- 
babwe after universal suffrage 
elections scheduled for April 
20 under Salisbury's unrecog- 
nized program far black rule. 

Muzorewa’s United African 
National Council and Sithole’s 
Zimbabwe African National 
Union have an unspecified 
number of armed youth wing 
followers each.

Iran: Question and answer 


. Ay Thomas Kent : . 

TEHRAN — 
The Shah Is installing a 
civilian government after two 
months of auEtuy node and 
bloody rioting in Iran. What 
could the new regime mean for 
tiie nation in turmoil? Here 
is a question-and-answer look 
at the^urrent Iranian atnation: 


Tension among black Rhodesians 


Q. Who makes up the new 
government? 

A* A fun list of ministers is 
expected to be announced on 
Saturday. The' Shah has; named 
Shahpour Bakhtiar, a 62-year- 
old international lawyer, as 
■prime minister-designate. Bakh.- 
taar is a 25-year veteran of 
opposition politics, has been a 
frequent inmate of Iranian 
prisons because of his support 
for free elections, abolition of - 
the Savak secret police and an 
end to torture of prisoners. 

Q. Why would .the. Sh ah 
choose a prime minister with 
such a history of opposition? 

A. The 59-year-oM Shah has 
only a small choice of allies 
left. He is violently opposed 
fey the nation’s religious, lea- 
ders. who demand bis! imme- 
diate resignation. Much -of the 
middle class has also fumed 
against him. angered by official 
corruption and the slow pace 
at which the nation's oil ricbes 
have trickled down, to; . the 
working man. In return' for 
the Shah’s granting - certain 
political and police reforms, 
Bakhtiar will try to restore 
order under a plan that would 
allow the Shah to retain his 
throne 

Q. Isn’t there a chance the 
Shah will leave the country? 

A. The Shah said Monday 
he “would love" to take a 
foreign holiday, and B akhti ar 
has said the monarch will leave 
for a “rest and vacation.’ 4 The 
Shah could leave for a short 
period while the country cools 
down, transferring bis powers, 
including control of the armed 
forces, to a regency council 
JHe might return home later, or 


pass, the throne to his heir, 
18-ypar-old Crown Prince Reza. 

Q.- How cairn is the coun- 
try now? 

A. There has been a sharp 
d ecline in disorders in the past 
week, following a bloody week- 
end of rioting that brought at 
least 106 deaths in the city of 
Mashhad in northeastern Iran. 
Some observers believe would- 
be demonstrators may be giv- 
ing the new civilian govern-, 
ment a chance. 


q. But if Bakhtiar would let 
the Shah stay in power, and 
the Shah is so strongly oppos- 
ed by the population, how can 
the new government hope to 
succeed? 


A. The problem is a serious 
one. Some of the Shah's foes 
are already accusing Bakhtiar 
of conspiring with the mo- 
narch. But after so much 
Woodshed, many Iranians may 
he losing their taste 
for violence, and might 
welcome a moderate 

government — even with the 
Shah nominally in charge — 
that would restore order. Anti- 
Shah strikes have resulted in 
shortages of gasoline and heat- 
ing fuel, inflation and disrup- 
tions in supplies of food and 
consumer goods. 

In addition, Bakhtiar has 
vowed to strictly limit the 
Shah's powers to those spelled 
out in the Inman constitu- 
tion, a move that could trans- 
form the monarch into a pub- 
licly acceptable figurehead. 

Q. Is there a possibility that 
a moderate Bakhtiar govern- 
ment would eventually be over- 
thrown, perhaps by a military 
coup? 

A. Iranian political obser- 
vers compare the situation now 
to that in 1953, when tbe gov- 
ernment of Muhammad Mos- 
sadeq — in which Bakhtiar 
was a deputy minister — for- 
ced the Shah out of the coun- 
try and then was ousted by a 
htifitary coup that brought the 


Shah back to power. But in 
1953 the U.S. government was 
opposed to Mossadeq, and this 
time h has declared its sup- 
port for Bakhtiar. Insisting 
that his civilian government is 
.supreme over the army, fae 
said Wednesday that it would 
be improper to try to nego- 
tiate a political insurance po- 
licy for himself wih the gene- 
rals to remain loyal to the 
Shah. 

Q. If the new government 

survives, how will it change 
Iranian policies? 

A. Bakhtiar told a news 
conference Wednesday he win 
shift the role of tbe dreaded 
Savak secret police force to 
that of an inteHigence-gattjcr- 
ing agency, punish officials who 
have violated human rights in 
the past and restore democracy 
and freedom of , the press. He 
said his country' will continue 
to seH oil to countries that 
need K. but he indicated that 
supplies to Israel might be shut 
off because on the Jewish 
state's conflict with Muslim 
Arab states and that South 
Africa could lose Iranian oil 
because of its apartheid policy. 

Q. How might the new gov- 
ernment affect tbe regional 
balance of power? 

A. Bakhtiar is expected to be 
as wary as the Shah of the 
Soviet Union, Iran's northern 
neighbor. But he said Iran win 
no longer be the “gendarme" 
of the Gulf, signalling a break 
with the Shah’s belief that 
Iran should have a strong army 
and air force to counter So- 
viet influence throughout the 
Gulf area. 

Q. What wifi Bakhtiar mean 
for U-S.-Iranian relations? 

A. He has -Stressed that he 
wants to continue good rela- 
tions with Washington. But 
Iran has been buying huge 
amounts of arms from tbe Uni- 
ted States, and Bakhtiar vows 
that his govemfhent wiH "boy 
no more arms than the chun- - 
try really needs and can af- 
ford. — fAP)

KHARTOUM — Tfee trea- 
sury found at Sudan’s Natio- 
nal Museum b Khartoum 
would be a source of pride 
to toe richest nation. 

The processional ^valkway 
Ibedwiiiicpttnxavrtufc leads- 
to the museum budding's front 
Awr is also the starting point 
for a mania ture Nile . running 
languidly through the grounds. 
Bs course is set b concrete 
ood it neve* over -flows its 
babes, but like the great river 
atsetf once did, the museum's 
hub 'T'Jfle” flows by Nubian 
temples thousands of years old. 
I7hrea£en©d ®*y flooding when 

Aswan Dam was built far- 
ther downriver in Egypt, the 
nans of the temples were re- 
constructed Mock by block 
Ihere, many of their painted 
friezes and heirogjyphica stiH 
■briflfrt. Because Khartoum is 
not the dry Nubian desert, the 
temples now stand inside a 
type of see-through hangars as 
a concession to the beat di- 
mate. 

Following the river past the 
temples, the visitor conies 
upon what looks like a bdos- 
•soming hillock alongside its 
basks. In fact the -Mi* has 
an. entrance which leads to a 
decorated mummy’s coffin — 
«he sarcophagus of a Nubian 
prince named Djebuty-Hetep. 
The origin ai tomb was carved 
into a cliff noantfr of Wadi Hai- 
fa, moved to Khartoum and 
fixed to resemble the prince's 
original resting place. 

These attempts at creating 
a living memory bank of Su- 
dan’s past for its present ge- 
nerations are repeated in the 
at m osphere of the two-story, 
indoor museum. On one flopr 
is a panorama of the past in- 
cluding stone age implements, 
pottery, a riveting collection of 
seals in the shape of the rac- 
red scarab beetle, sculpture, 
sarcophagi and even a frag- 
ment of the earliest known wo- 
ven pile rug b existence. And 
there is gold, intricately wor- 
ked. and plenty of it: from toe 
cases to chains of look-alike 
amulets, delicate animaj and 
honwn pieta pieces to impos- 
ing staffs of power and beau- 
tiful jewelry for men and wo- 
men. 


. Despite the wealth of items - 
tig aqd small here, tfae art -sty- 
les of the ancient kingdoms 
of Northern Sudan are shared 
with' those of Egypt, add the 
visitor who has been to Cairo 
and Ltooor will' find many fa- 
axifer themes. Upstairs, faow- 
ev«c, is an eaten®?*: exhibit - 
unique to Khartoum: the Co- 
ptic art of Nubia. 

. The first expressions were.* 
bdeod of oid.symbofe and de- 
ments of the' new faith; A cen- 
tral rdsgfous figure might 
have enosmous wings spann- 
ing the width of the picture, 
an echo of the pharaonic sun 
worship symbols whose wings 
spread the length of liottis in 
tombs bid temples.

To tourist eyes grown bleary , 
with the wooden figures of the < 
Nile kingdoms, the saints and

Coptic ait is refreshing. One 
late tenth century nativity wall 
from a' church at Baras; for 
example, moves in several di- 
rections at once, dominated 
' by an oversized Mary floating 
odalesque-styte in the center. 

The rest of the frame is filled 
with galloping Magi, angles 
with censers, shepherds carry- 
ing . canteens and walking 
tricks. Placidly watching from 
a comer is a Nubian princess, 
included much as patrons were 
painted into the religious table* 
aux of the Renaissance. Cu- 
riously, whenever Nubians ap- 
pear. they are. black, but re- 
ligious figures are always 
white. 

Unearthing and preserving 
the treasures of Sudan is an 
international effort. The' US. 
in particular has contributed 
heavily to the salvage of the 
Nubian antiquities. 

"J“We expect others to • help 
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us, M says director general of 
Antiquities and National Mu- 
seums Sayed Najmuddin Sherif. 
“We coiusdcr the responsibility 
is not only a national duty. 
Also, many . of toe necessary 
projects are beyond our finan- 
cial and technical abilities.” 

Foreign architects are en- 
couraged to work in Sudan th- 
rough tfe Antiquities Directo- 
rate, and are allowed to lake 
home JbaJf their finds. At pre- 
sent a dozen foreign teams are 
in the field incfoiduig Italians. 
Poles, Canadians, Swiss, Ger- 
mans, British and a team from 
the LF.S. In addition, students 
from the University of Khar- 
town are surveying and exca- 
vating a site north of Omdur- 
man, Khartoum’s older sister - 
city across the Nile. Sherif 
considers projects like this one 
especially important because 
they give young people a taste 
of the excitement of archeo- 
logy in the field, a lure which 
may keep them interested in 
the science. 

“My biggest problem is how 
to attract young Sudanese to 
archeology, and how to train 
them,** he says. “In a deve- 
loping country recruitment is 
difficult. To most young people 
here an archeologist is some- 
one who runs around in the 
desert in a Land Rover and . 


looks filthy. He has no wcial 
prestige.” 

The director himself started 
young: at the age of seven, 
when his father was a village 
headman, be overheard a Eu- 
ropean who had come >o dis- 
cuss with boa father toe find 
of some ancient carvings near- 
by. 

U I began then digging nails 
out of our adh heap and clas- 
sifying them in matchboxes. " 
he says. 

Much later, Sherif wa« 
sfruck with how quickly the 
Kfe bn and his ancestors had 
known iir the villages was 
changing. He concentrated one 
study upon the water-wheel, 
not only as the life-giving tool 
of agricultural societies along 
the Nile, but as toe symbol 
of many aspects of the disap- 
pearing life of his native nor- 
thern Sudan. 

“Until the recent appearance 
of the gas-fed pump, life io 
these villages depended — ac- 
tually circulated — around toe 
water wheel. Traditions, cus- 
toms and laws which regulated 
life, aA were based on the 
whed. w 

Because most disputes cen- 
tered around the device, the 
'chief of the village had to be 


an expert on it much as a law- 
yer or a judge roust be aware 
of legal precedent when mak- 
ing decisions. So Sherif drill- 
ed and debriefed' his brother, 
now chief of their village, until 
he compiled a tome which i? 
a classic study on the quickly-' 
disappearing artifact. 

"I bad to do it,” says She- 
rif, “because when my brother 
dies, who will know these 
things?" 

The director regrets that 
there is “something missing” 
from the present collection in 
Khartoum: a section on the 
Islamic period. He would like 
to see an extension, or even a 
new museum on the subject, 
but says funds bave not yet 
been forthcoming. Also, again 
when there is more money, he 
envisions educational services 
in the style of American mu- 
seums. These would include 
exhibits to show how objects 
from 'daily life were made in 
former times, and a special sec- 
tion where children themselves 
could make stone age tools, 
for instance, or listen to mu- 
se from other times and pla- 
ce;:. Most of all, he says, he 
lookB forward to the day when 
the museum can be absolutely 
free, instead of charging even 
toe nominal fee it asks today.

PARIS — 

Since the defeat of the Union 
of the Lett in the French legis- 
lative elections last March, the 
positions of the majority and 
Che opposition have seemed 

fixed for an eternity that 

will last until spring 1982, when 
the French will have to choose 
a new “king,” or confirm their 
preference for the present in- 
cumbenL 

Each group is aware that the 
European elections to be held 
in June 1979, as important as 
they may be, will in no way 
change the relationships among 
Giscardians, Chiracians, So- 
cialists and Communists. 

At the most cbey will con- 
firm certain lines of relative 
strength established by the par- 
tial legislative elections, name- 
ly tije resurgence of the Socia- 
lises and the retreat of the 
Communist Party, while "the 
party of the president” will 
strive to come out looking 
better than the Gaults ts, who 
don't have a reputation as the 
most Europe-oriented of Fren- 
ch politicians. Meanwhile, will 
France grow "bored” once 
again, as an editorial wnier 
proclaimed just before May 
1968? 

Here is the political portrait 
of France: on the surface, the 
satisfied purring of the politi- 
cians; beneath the surface, un- 
employment, inflation and the 


The time has come for it 
to divest itself of some of its 
powers. 

To ward off the kind of 
revolution whose aftermath, is 
usuaHy fiHed with the groans 
of those behind barbed wire, 
we need a whole series of re- 
forms that are possible and 
practicable here and now. 

Clearly, the first must be 
real decentralization, the esta- 
blishment of regional and “de- 
pa nmen tales” assemblies elect- 
ed by universal suffrage, and 
the transfer of direct income 
taxation to these local codec- 
lives, since real decision-making 
power demands the financial 
means that make it effective. 

It is no longer possible to 
require that, to build a secon- 
dary normal school near Mar- 
seilles, one must wait two years 
for a decision from Paris. 
Thousands of uew jobs could 
be created by communes if 
they had real budgets. 

A second reform that is im- 
mediately possible is the crea- 
tion of jobs In the area of so- 
da! life. The proliferation of 
dormitory housing projects, 
immense rabbit warrens where 
thousands of famili es are 
parked with no thought to 
space for recreation or leisure 
activities, spawns worse and 
worse delinquency.

World’s largest 

U.S. to develop $lb China iron mine 


PEKING. Jan. 5 lAgendes) 
—In the largest contract ever 
negotiated between the U.S. 
and China, the United States 
Steel Corp. has agreed to 
develop the world’s biggest 
iron ore mining facility at a 
cost of over SI billion. U.S. 
Steel company sources said 
Friday. 

The mine wHf be built in 
Chitnshan in northern China 
and could eventually produce 
50 million tons of crude ore 
a year, company sources said. 

The agreement was reached 
with the Chinese government 
by U.S. Steel President David 
Roderick, who arrived in Pek- 
ing Jan. 1- 

Roderick. who met Thursday 
with Chinese Vice Premier 
Teng Hsiao-ping. left Friday 
for the United States. 

A team of U.S. Steel repre- 
sentatives has been in Peking 
for three months studying rhe 
project. 

“The protocol contract has 


been signed, and the other ne- 
gotiations will be completed 
successfully." company sour- 
ces said. 

Another major industrial 
■project was also announced 
Friday. According to the New 
China News Agency. China 
has started building its big- 
gest hydro-electric plant on the 
Yangtze to harness the power 
of its biggest river. 

The project consists of a 
2} kilometer dam and two 


hydro-electric plants with a 
combined capacity of 2.7 mil' 
lion kilowatts. The power sta- 
tions will supply 13.800 mil- 
lion kilowatt-hours of electri- 
city n year, three times Chi- 
na's total power output in 
1949. the agency said Thurs- 
day. 

In addition. Teng said Fri- 
day that China may use for- 
eign bank loans to finance 
such expensive imports of fac- 
tories and technical expertise 


from the United States ’ and 
other capitalist nations. 

"In the course of our drive 
for modernization, we are pre- 
pared to cooperate with the 
developed countries in science, 
technology and agriculture," 
Teng said. 

“The means of cooperation 
may he quite varied" Teng 
said. 'These could include 
bank loans. compensatory 
trade and other forms.”

Trade accords to be signed 
soon, Carter tells Congress 


WASHINGTON. Jan. 5 
(AP) — President Carter has 
toM Congress that be intends 
to make a series of interna- 
tional trade agreements that 
will enhance American pros- 
perity. 

In letters to the Senate and 
the house of Representatives, 
he wrote Thursday that the 
98 areas of the world working 
on Ihe pacts are now within 
sight of accord. Although he 
did not refer to the European- 
American Mtmmii meeting in 
Guadeloupe, for which he left 
earlier in the day. some of the 
issues delaying fiul agreement 
are exepected to be dealt with 
there. 

VS- officials estimated that 
the a&eements would affect 
80 to 90 per oent of wo rtd 
trade now said to be worth 
about SI. 3 trillion a year. 

The president had been 
studying the proposed agree- 
ments over the week-end of 
Gamp David. He wrote he 
was confident that they would 
mee t the ‘ objectives set by 
Congress in the Trade Act of 


1974 that gave him the power 
to negotiate them. 

"Neither Bob Strauss, my 
special trade representative,” 
he said, “nor I wiD accept any- 
thing less on behalf of die 
United States " 

Strauss issued a statement 
calling the proposed agree- 
ments the first major effort by 


the world's trading nation to 
regulate the ose of barriers to 
trade that are not tariffs. 
These are now considered 
more important, though a 39 
to 35 per cent reduction in 
tariffs fa also part of the deal 
Castor intends to sign the 
agreements — assuming that 
the last difficulties are over- 
come — on April 5* 


U.S. farm panel denies 
clandestine foreign sales 


WASHINGTON. Jan. 5 
(AP) — A U.S. Agriculture De- 
partment task force has told 
Congress that “there is little 
foundation” for allegations that 
many sales of farm commodi- 
ties to big overseas buyers slip 
by without being reported. 

But the task force also ques- 
tions whether legislation is 
needed to beef up the report- 
ing system by requiring for- 
eign affiliates of U.S. com- 
panies to report big export 
sales. Such sales now are not 
covered. 

The report was submitted to 
House and Senate Agriculture 
Committees this week. A copy 
was released Thursday. 


The task force was assigned 
to study the effectiveness of 
reporting requirements enacted 
after secret Soviet grain pur- 
chases in 1972. 

The Soviet Union bought 
huge quantities of U.S. grain 
in 1972— including wheat equal 
to one-fourth of the U.S. har- 
vest that year — sending pri- 
ces soaring 

Since then, the Department 
has required export compa- 
nies to report within 24 hours 
sales, of 100.000 metric tons or 
more. The sales are made pub- 
lic with the intention of in- 
forming farmers, consumers 
and others in the trade about 
the export flow.

For example, take this case 
where South is in four hearts 
and West leads the Mng of 
spades. Dedarer sees at once 
that be may lose a spade and 
three dubs and go down one if 
the missing cards are divided 
unfav or a bly. 


So. to try to overcome this 
possibility, dedarer starts 
HiinUng in terms of bow to 
contend with a poor lie of the 
cards. When be wins the king of 
spades with the ace and plays 
the K-Q of trumps, tie hopes to 
End the trumps divided 2-2. (In 
that case, declarer would cash 
the A-K of diamonds and ruff a 
rfinmnnri in order to be able to 
a sure-fire elimination 
play fay then putting West on 
lead with a spade. ) 

But the trumps turn out to be 
divided 3-1. Sad. perhaps, but 
this undesirable development 
does not faze our determined 
declarer. He stops drawing 
trumps for the nonce and pro- 
ceeds merrily along. He cashes 
the -A-K of diamonds and ruffs a 
diamond, as originally planned, 
and then exits with a spade, also 
as originally planned. 

West thou Ends himself 
unhapp ily on lead and must 
hand South the contract. If he 
returns a spade or a di a mo n d, 
declarer ruffs with dummy's 
jarh of trumps, at the same 
Hm» disposing of one of his club 
losers. And if West returns a 
Huh instead, be makes de- 
clarer's kinga trick and equally 
u nhap pily yields the contract. 

The method of play declarer 
adopts Is called a partial elimi- 
nation play, but so fa r as the 
outcome of the deal is con- 
cerned it is just as effective as a 
total elimination play.

The Coast Guard said a 
search by two helicopters, an 
aircraft and three warships was 
called off at dask. 

Only one survivor of the 
crew was plucked from raging 
icy seas shortly after the Greek- 
registered 2 ,200 -ton Cantonad 
went down. He was identified 
as Dimitrus Petriphs. 19. and 
said to be recovering well from 
severe exposure. 

Five bodies have been re- 
covered. 

The survivor, said the Coast 
Guard, “told us that nobody 
had a chance to get to a life- 
raft. It happened too quickly." 

The Cantonad, owned by the 
Altamar Mundial Navigation 
company of Panama, was bound 
for Denmark from Lisbon with 
a cargo of sail when 20 meter 
■waves overwhelmed it. 

Further south off Lisbon. 
British and Dutch technicians 
went on sea and land Friday to 
try to salvage over i 00,000 tons 
of Iranian crude oil leaking into 
the Atlantic from the crippled 
supertanker Andros Patna. 

Officials said that a team 
of British Petroleum experts 
had come to oversee the pump- 
ing of the oozing crude from 
the damaged giant to one of 
their own tankers, the British 
Promise, which has been tailing 
the Andros Patria.
